SPEAKER PLACEMENT 



Proper placement of the 
speakers is an i rrportant step 
in obtaining the most realistic 
soundstage possible.

Speakers and electronics 
terminals have corresponding 
(4} and (-) terminals. It is 
important to connect both 



speakers identically: (-t) on 
the speaker to {-f} on the am 
plifier and (-) on the speaker 
to (-) on the amplifier. Wiring 
"out of phase" results in thin 
sound, weak bass and a 
poor stereo image. With the 
advent of multichannel 
surround sound systems, 
connecting all of the 
speakers in your system 
with the correct polarity

If there is no sound from 
ary of the speakers: 

• Check that receiver/ 
amplifier is on and that 
a source is playing.
